HAIL DAMAGE 
IS HIGH FOR 
GREENHOUSES 


$1,000 Loss Suffered As 
Glass Smashed—Crops 
Hit At Ardrossan 


Hail storm which ripped 
through Edmonton Friday after- 
noon caused approximately $1,000 
damage to greenhouses and flat- 
tened many city gardens. Crop 
loss of 15 per cent was reported 
at Ardrossan. 

Cutting a narrow swath through 


Edmonton and district, hail did 
heaviest damage to greenhouses 
owned by Kerrison and Adams, 
florists at 10509 70 avenue. About 


1,000 panes of glass were smashed 
by hail-stones, loss being estimated 
at $500. 


500 PANES BROKEN 


Morgan's Flower Shop green- 
houses at 10756 Whyte avenue, re-| 
ported 500 panes broken in the 
storm, damage being estimated at 
$500. 

Walter Ramsay’s greenhouses at 
11018 100 avenue, reported 400 


panes smashed, 

Crop damage to the extent of 15 
per cent occurred at Ardrossan, 
but little or no damage was suf- 
fered at other district points 

The storm swept South Edmon- 
ton, the West End and downtown 
sections of the city. No rain fell 
west of 149 street. A heavy fall of 
hail damaged gardens in the High- 
lands

by the electric light and telephone 
depariments as a result of the 
storm, which caused some small} 


cable damage 
Trees were blown down in some 
sections of the city, particularly in 
the West End, where they were up- 
rooted by the force of the blast 
Following a high temperature of 


83 recorded for 2:45 pm. Friday, 
hail and rain started to fall at 3:45 
pm. A 15-mile-an-hour wind ac- 
companied the storm which 
brought .29 inches of moisture.
